James Mutter publishes several attractive volumes, among which is the 
“Book of Vespers: an Order of Evening Worship, with Select Psalms and 
Hymns,” reprinted by request from the volume of services prepared for 
Unitarian congregations by Drs. Osgood and Farley. ‘‘ The Vesper Service,” 
say the reverend editors, “ may admit of the accustomed evening or afternoon 
sermon, although it is more compatible with an extemporaneous address or 
exposition. We believe that it meets a decided and general want in our 
churches, and attracts and impresses many who do not care to attend an 
evening service on the old plan, or to hear two regular sermons with much 
the same accompaniments. The want of something like this has led several 
churches to discontinue the second service.” The volume is printed in large, 
clear type, aud on good paper. We have also received from Mr. Miller a re- 
print of Thomas Moore’s exquisite Eastern romance “The Epicurean ;” and 
a translation by Mrs. J. R. Stodart, from the German of Leopold Schefer, of 
“The Artist’s Married Life: being that of Albert Diirer.” This is a fictitious 
work, purporting to be printed from an old MS. autobiography intrusted by 
Albert Diireron his death-bed to his friend Pirkheimer, with instructions that 
it should be given to the world when all those to whom its contents might 
cause pain were no more. It follows closely the leading facts of the painter’s 
life as narrated in his journal, letters, and other remains, and thus the charm 
of substantial truthfulness is added to the touching picture of the composed 
and patient artist, wasting away under the torment of a shrew who 
“gnawed into his heart,” and “gave him no peace night or day.” The 
volume contains a memoir of Albert Diirer, and is elegantly printed by Hough- 
ton, of Cambridge, on paper of a delicate cream-tint. 

Harrer & Broruers have reprinted Anthony Trollope’s “ North America,” 
a work which the author seems to have intended as a sort of complement to 
the famous “ Domestic Manners of the Americans,” written by his mother 
thirty years ago. “She did not regard it as a part of her work,” he says, “ to 
dilate on the nature and operation of those political arrangements which had 
produced the social absurdities which she saw, or to explain that though such 
absurdities were the natural result of those arrangements in their newness, 
the defects would certainly pass away, while the political arrangements, 
if good, would remain. Such a work is fitter for a man than for a woman.” 
“I have ever admired the United States as a nation. I have loved their 
liberties, their prowess, their intelligence, and their progress..... .I went 
among them wishing to write of them good words,—words which might 
be pleasant for them to read, while they might assist perhaps in produc. 
ing a true impression of them here at home. But among my good words 
there are so many which are bitter, that I fear I shall have failed in 
my object as regards them. ... I might have kept my pages free from gall, 
and have sent my sheets to the —~ unhurt by the conviction that I was 
hurting those who had dealt kindly by me! But what then? Was any peo- 
ple ever truly served by eulogy ; or an honest cause ever furthered by undue 

raise?” We have also received “Harper's Hand-Book for Travelers in 
jurope and the East,” by W. Pembroke Fetridge. The plan of this work is 
substantially the same as that of Murray’s “ Hand-Books,” but the infor- 
mation is so carefully condensed, that with one convenient volume, printed 
in clear type. the traveler may visit the most interesting parts of France, 
Belgium, Hoiland, Germany, Italy, Sicily, Switzerland, Spain, Russia, Den- 


mark, Sweden, Great Britain and Ireland, Turkey, Greece, Syria, and Egypt. 


The book has a route map and an index, and gives a number of invaluable 


hints to travelers on the subject of baggage, hotels, passports, ways of travel, 
clothing, expenses, ete.

The work is edited hy Mr. Charles Lanman, 
and contains a portrait of Mr. Ely, the well-known member of Congress from 
Rochester, New York, and a complete list of the Union prisoners in the South- 
ern States, with their rank and place of detention. 

tonent Carter & Brotuers send us “The Christian Sabbath: Its Histo- 
ry, Authority, Duties, Benefits, and Civil Relations. A Series of Discourses 
by the Rev. N. L. Rice, D. D., the Rev. William Hague, D. D., the Rev. Har- 
vey D. Ganse, the Rev. William Adams, D. D., the Rev. _Alexander H. Vin- 
ton, D. D.” These discourses were delivered on the invitation of the New 
York Sabbath committee during the winter of 1862, in different churches of 
this city. Prefixed to them in the present volume will be found a sketch of 
the Sabbath reform by the secretary of the committee. 

From the same firm we have received two volumes for the young, by 
A. L. O. E. “The Broken Chain, and other Stories on the Parables,” and 
“ The Black Cliff and other Stories on the Parables.” They have also pub- 
lished an edition of the same two volumes in one. 

CarLeton sends us several attractive new books, well printed and neatly 
bound. “Game Fish of the Northern States of America, and British Pro- 
vinces,” by Barnwell, isa manual for sportsmen, which combines with useful 
hints on angling and sporting anecdotes, a variety of scientific i 
conveyed in a popular and unpretending style. The work isillustrated with 
wood-cuts, and furnished with an index, and the appendix contains among 
other things, several extracts from the fishing laws of the British I rovinces. 
The author, to use his own words, being nothing but a gentle angler, is con- 
tent to amuse a small circle of lovers of sporting anecdotes, and, provided he 
receives it, will be content with their approval. As, however, one foul can 
always teach another something, the writer feels impelled to mingle a little 
instruction in doses to suit. the weakest stomach.” _“ Oriental Harems and 
Scenery,” is a translation from the French of the Princess Belgigns. whose 
remarkable history is sufficient of itself to give an interest to w satever she 
writes. An Italian by birth, she has passed a great part of her life in I aris, 
equally distinguished as a leader of fashionable society, an enthusiastic pol- 
itician, and the centre of the highest literary and scientific circles, Her im- 
mense property was twice confiscated by the Austrian proseeneth, ant se 
supported herself by her pen and pencil, at one time earning 4a livelihoo y 
corresponding, at Constantinople, with various European and American jour- 
nals. She resided several years in Asia Minor, under the special protection 
of the Sultan, who gave her a grant ofland near Nicomedia. She has repeat- 
edly risked her fortune and person in the cause of Italian independence ; was 
one of the foremost defenders of Rome during the siege in 1849, when she 
presided over the hospitals in company with Margaret Fuller; and lewd was 
one of the most active agents of Cavour. The work from which this volume 
is translated was published in Paris, in 1858, under the title of Asie-Mineur et 
Syrie; it had previously appeared serially, in the Revue desdeux Mondes, 
“The Morgesons” is a novel of New England life, by Elizabeth Stoddard, (the 
wife of the poet,) a lady who is said to have peculiar qualifications for the 
delineation of ‘‘ Yankee ” life and character. “John Doe and Richard Roe; 
or Episodes of Life in New York,” by Edward 8. Gould, was received with 
great favor in the columns of the “ Home Journal,” in which it hes recently 
appeared. Mr. Gould has long been known in New York, asan accomplished 
heieodeteres scholar, and the author of an abridgment of Alison's Europe, aud 
other works.

Periodicals, 
The Atlantic Monthly for July commences the 10th volume, and offers an 
unusually varied and interesting table of contents. Mr. Hawthorne con- 
tributes a paper “ Chiefly about War Matters, by a Peaceable Man,” giving 
an account of a recent visit to Washington, Fertress Monroe, and Ilarper’s 
Ferry, with a pleasant description of the Monitor. ‘Some Soldier Poetry,” 
by John Weiss, is not, as might be supposed, a collection of “ ballads of the 
war,” but a series of military songs, dating from the 9th century to the 19th, 
C. C. Hazewell reviews ‘‘ Froude’s Heury the Eighth.” Mrs. S. M. Davis has 
a tale entitled “ Presence ;” D. A. Wasson an essay on “ Originality ;” Epes 
Sargent an interesting paper on “ Ericsson and his Inventions;” Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe a second “Lyric of the Street,” entitled “The Wedding;” 
Bayard Taylor a story called “ Friend Eli’s Daughter; ” and Oliver Wendell 
Hoimes a poem, “The Poet to his Readers.” The remaining articles are 
““ Why their Creeds Differed,” and “‘ The Minute Guns,” poems; “ Moving; ” 
“Taxation no Burden;” “The Children’s Cities,” by the late Elizabeth

numbers the publishers annonnce a new story by the author of “ Life in the 
Iron Mills,” and a journal of travels by Major Ano Te Winthrop, entitled 
“ Life in the Open Air.”

The Physico-Medical Recorder for June, edited by W. H. Cook, M. D., and 
published at Cincinnati, contains articles on “ Physico-Medicalism in the 
Army,” and “ Milk-leg.” 
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The Rebellion Record, edited by Frank Moore, has reached Part XVIIL., 
completing the third volume, and carrying the history of the war down to 
December 31, 1861.

Benham’s pursuit of Floyd, the affair of the Harvey Birch, the battle of Mil- 
ford, Mo., the battle of Drainsville, and the sinking of the stone fleet in 
Charleston harbor. 

The National Quarterly Review, edited by Edward I. Sears, A. B., begins 
its fifth volume with the June number. Among other matter this number 
contains articles on “ The Chinese language and literature ; ” “ Angelology and 
Demonology, Ancient and Modern,” by Mrs. Augusta Browne Garrett ; ” “ Sir
